There's  Jimmie,  3, 
Anne,  6,  Robbie,  9,  Mrs.  Alden  and  Dr.  Vernon  R. 
Alden,  Ohio  University's  new  president. 

The  Aldens  moved  to  Athens  last  month  to  become 
Ohio  University's  First  Family.  Although  President  Alden 
had  taken  over  the  duties  of  his  office  January  3,  the  family 
and  furniture  did  not  join  him  until  a  month  later. 

For  President  and  Mrs.  Alden  moving  was  their  second 
official  trip  to  Athens,  the  first  being  in  December  for  their 
"debut"  at  the  formal  Faculty  Christmas  Party.  For  the 
Alden  children  it  was  their  first. 

Neither  Jimmie,  Anne  nor  Robbie  had  experienced  a 
big  move  such  as  this  so  they  were  bubbling  over  with  ex- 
citement in  their  new  surroundings.  Robbie  is  joining  his 
father  in  the  ranks  of  a  scholar  with  a  remarkably  intelligent 
vocabulary  and  his  father's  ability  to  converse  easily  in  a 
wami,  sincere  manner.  In  Athens  he  entered  the  third  grade 
at  the  Putnam  Elementary  School. 

Anne,  now  in  kindergarten,  is  truly  "daddy's  little 
girl."  She  carries  with  her  the  goodlooking,  charming  quali-

work.  In  Boston  she  was  very  active  in  the  Junior  League 
and  its  "Exceptional  Cliildren"  project.  She  joined  mem- 
bers in  staffing  clas.ses  for  retarded  children,  work  that 
resulted  in  a  nationally  televised  program  to  be  forthcoming 
this  spring. 

Mrs.  Alden  also  served  on  the  organizing  board  of  the 
Massachusetts  Clommittee  for  a  Women's  Medical  College 
and  participated  in  United  Fund,  Red  Cross  and  Charity 
Ball  drives. 

The  Aldens  understandably  were  sad  to  leave  their 
Wellesley  Hills  home  in  Boston  but  they  were  just  as  eager 
to  get  settled  in  the  spacious  President's  House  on  Park 
Place  in  Athens. 

Mrs.  Alden  wielded  her  professional  decorating  knowl- 
edge in  redoing  the  interior  of  the  three-story  building. 
Starting  with  white  enameled  woodwork  and  walls  she 
added  a  touch  of  light  green  in  her  carpeting  and  gold  in 
the  hallway  tile  and  carpet.  Her  many  pieces  of  18th  cen- 
tuiy  furniture  including  some  new,  interesting  pieces  from 
Honolulu  and  Japan  pick  up  the  green  and  gold  motif. 

Dr.  Alden  impresses  all  who  meet  him  as  a  yoimg  man 
of  ceaseless  vigor,  a  dynamic  leader,  soft-spoken,  personable, 
relaxed  and  most  important,  one  who  is  intensely  interested 
in  education. 

In  the  first  months  of  his  administration  he  has  be- 
come popular  with  students  and  respected  by  the  faculty 
of  Ohio  University.  In  January  he  won  the  friendship  of 
the  people  of  Southeastern  Ohio  in  his  address  at  a  kick-off 
dinner  meeting  for  cooperati\e  action  b)-  university  and 
ci\ic  leaders  toward  improvement  of  Southeastern  Ohio. 

Prior  to  his  family  joining  him  in  Athens,  Dr.  Alden 
worked  18  hours  daily  meeting  with  facidty  and  students, 
searching  for  their  ideas  on  a  variety  of  subjects.  At  his 
first  faculty  meeting  in  February  he  posed  many  questions — 
questions  he  wanted  the  faculty  to  think  over: 

"Do  we  have  now  at  the  university  some  of  the  en\'iron- 
mcntal  forces  which  encourage  great  teaching  and  produc- 
tive scholarship? 

"Is  our  present  administrati\e  organization — which  was 
established  for  a  student  body  of  4500  to  5000  students — 
appropriate  for  a  student  body  of  9000,  12,000  or  15,000?

"Is  our  present  mix  of  schools  and  colleges  ajipropri- 
ate?  Should  every  new  field  be  undertaken?  In  re-examin- 
ing our  schools  and  course  offerings,  should  some  be  forced 
out? 

"What  should  be  our  policy  in  involvement  in  interna- 
tional organizations?  On  continuing  education  programs? 
Are  there  other  ways  in  which  we  can  be  of  service  to  stu- 
dents, the  state  and  the  nation?  Shall  we  experiment  with 
new  teaching  techniques?  Teaching  machines,  closed  cir- 
cuit TV,  etc.? 

"What  should  be  the  role  and  character  of  our 
branches?  Expand  the  number,  the  size  of  individual 
branches,  the  length?  Will  they  become  four-year  satellites? 
Will  they  eventually  be  spun  off? 

"Should  we  develop  relationships  with  small  pri\ate 
colleges — 3-2  programs? 

"Can  we  be  more  effective  in  influencing  student  atti-

tildes  and  values  while  they  are  with  us?  Can  we  do  more 
to  raise  their  sights,  their  aspirations? 

And,  finally — "How  will  we  meet  our  financial  needs 
which  already  out-nm  our  present  sources?" 

On  February  3  Dr.  Alden,  a  former  associate  dean  at 
the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration, 
presided  over  his  first  Ohio  University  Commencement 
exercises.  He  chose  to  deliver  the  commencement  address 
a  very  close  friend  and  colleague  at  Harvard,  Dr.  Robert 
Merry,  director  of  the  doctoral  program  there. 

The  week  after  Commencement,  family  and  furniture 
joined  Dr.  Alden.  To  make  up  "lost  time"  with  his  children 
Dr.  Alden  arranged  a  heavy  schedule  of  evening  and  week- 
end activities  ranging  from  a  basketball  game  to  playing 
touch  football  and  a  trip  to  the  University  Farm  for  that 
first  week. 

During  the  day  while  Mrs.  Alden  was  busy  unpacking 
furniture  and  furnishings,  Dr.  Alden  managed  to  maintain 
nearly  the  same  pace  he  had  set  the  month  before,  inter- 
\iewing,  discussing  and  planning  Ohio  University's  future.

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/^NE  OF  THE  GREAT  heritages  given  Ohio  Univer- 
^—'^  sity  is  the  challenge  of  the  future.  It  was  the  challenge 
that  prompted  our  founders,  General  Rufus  Putnam  and 
the  Rev.  Manasseh  Cutler,  to  visualize  and  bring  into  being 
this  University. 

Today  the  challenge  of  the  futin-e  is  as  powerful  and 
as  fresh  as  it  was  158  years  ago.  And  as  we  look  into  this 
vast  unknown,  we  must  ask  ourselves,  "What  shall  we  do 
now  as  the  responsibility  comes  to  us  under  new  leadership 
to  further  the  cause  of  higher  education?" 

One  of  the  first  things,  I  believe,  is  that  Ohio  Univer- 
sity and  all  the  people  of  Southeastern  Ohio,  as  well  as 
alumni  throughout  the  world,  must  unite  and  do  some 
constructive  thinking  as  to  what  the  future  might  hold 
for  us  all.  As  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a 
proud  graduate  of  Ohio  University,  I  have  dreamed  the 
dreams  of  the  future.  I  present  them  here,  not  as  mere 
pipe  dreams,  but  as  visions  that  can  become  alive  in  the 
days  ahead. 

Some  of  these  ideas  may  stretch  your  imagination  just 
a  little.  So  be  prepared.  I  intend  to  attack  from  many  van- 
tage points. 

First,  we  must  face  the  completion  of  West  Green. 
The  acreage  was  acquired  not  too  long  after  East  Green 
was  completed.  Now,  with  four  dormitories  already  under 
construction,  we  face  the  challenge  of  developing  as  beau- 
tiful a  West  Green  as  we  have  an  East  Green. 

But  there  is  far  greater  expansion  ahead  in  other  areas 
also.  Classrooms,  laboratories,  library  facilities,  recreational 
areas  and  many  other  requisites  of  expansion  will  call  for 
action  on  the  part  of  Ohio  University  and  the  community 
of  Athens. 

One  of  the  answers,  which  will  bring  benefits  to  both

the  University  and  the  Community,  is  urban  redevelop- 
ment. This  does  not  mean  the  clearance  of  slums.  It  does 
not  mean  the  cleaning  up  of  delinquency.  Urban  rede- 
velopment, as  it  is  today,  means  the  opportunity  to  im- 
prove a  community  through  the  aid  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 

The  day  will  come  when  the  Hocking  River  will  be 
moved  from  the  middle  of  the  campus  and  from  the  cen- 
ter of  the  city.  It  will  be  moved  when  the  people  are  de- 
termined to  move  it.  Then,  somewhere  up  the  Hocking 
Valley  (I  don't  know  where,  but  the  site  will  be  selected 
by  the  U.S.  Army  Engineers)  a  great  dam  will  be  con- 
structed. 

If  the  people  want  it,  we  will  get  a  conservancy  dis- 
trict. We  will  be  in  competition  with  other  areas,  but  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  1962,  the  federal  government 
spent  $966,443,880  on  similar  projects.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  $30,715,200  over  the  previous  year. 

The  money  is  going  to  be  spent  in  creating  dams  and 
conservancy  districts.   If   the  people  of  Southeastern  Ohio 
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want  such  a  district,  if  wc  want  this  river  moved,  then 
we  will  ha\c  to  follow  certain  steps — 18  to  be  exact — to 
get   the  job  done.   And   it  can  be  done. 

Alumni  are  familiar  too  with  the  beaiitifid  hills,  rich- 
ly endowed  by  Mother  Nature,  surroimding  Athens.  But 
what  has  been  done  as  far  as  forestry  is  concerned?  Little 
or  nothing. 

If  we  decide  the  University  and  the  people  really 
want  it,  and  we  create  a  school  of  forestry,  we  can  build 
a  great  forestry  research  center.  It  would  benefit  not  only 
the  University,  but  all  those  boys  in  the  area  who  like  to 
work  out  of  doors,  and  who  coidd  be  trained  in  the  sci- 
entific methods  of  reforestration. 

Across  the  river  from  the  main  campus,  right  next  to 
the  area  that  rapidly  is  becoming  West  Green,  is  the 
state  hospital.  Like  the  University,  it  is  owned  by  the 
people  of  Ohio. 

Lender  the  new  concept  of  handling  patients  in  the 
hospital,  all  of  its  1100  acres  of  land  are  no  longer  needed. 
Therefore,  I  strongly  suggest  that  part  of  this  acreage 
should  be  turned  over  to  Ohio  University.  At  the  present 
time,  we,  the  people,  are  paying  tremendous  sums  of  money 
to  acquire  land  for  University  expansion,  while  we  own 
acreage   that   is  not  being  used. 


I  also  feel  strongly  that  Sheltering  Arms  Hospital  in 
.\thens  and  the  University  Health  Center  should  be  com- 
bined, perhaps  in  a  magnificent  new  hospital  on  the  site 
1  ha\e  discussed.  And  we  should  unite  (perhaps  also  with 
Mount  St.  Marys  and  the  TB  Hospitals  in  Nelsonville)  to 
build  a  modern  new  school  of  nursing. 

Governor  Michael  V.  DiSalle  has  expressed  interest 
in  such  a  nursing  school  that  would  serve  not  only  Ohio 
University,  but  Southeastern  Ohio  and  mankind  in  gen- 
eral. There  is  a  human  cry  to  have  more  nurses  trained, 
but  there  are  not  adequate  facilities  even  to  train  the  young 
women  who  want  to  study  nursing  right  now. 

Ohio  University  has  stretched  out  farther  and  farther 
from  the  campus.  We  went  to  Nigeria  a  few  years  ago  and 
established  a  teacher  training  program  in  Ibadan.  Because 
of  the  fine  record  we  made  in  the  Western  Region  there, 
the  Nigerian  Government  asked  us  to  establish  another 
school  in  the  Eastern  Region.  We  did,  and  now  we  are 
working  with  the  Government,  considering  the  possibility 
of  establishing  another  school  in  the  Northern  Region. 

We  have  been  to  Cambodia,  and  I  think  we  will 
establish  a  center  there.  Viet  Nam  is  interested  in  having 
a  center,  as  is  Colombia,  South  America.  I  am  sure  that

the  branches  of  Ohio  University  someday  \\ill  reach  into  at 
least    10   foreign   countries. 

If  this  conies  about,  we  will  have  people  from  these 
countries  on  our  campus.  President  Alden  has  said  that 
he  can  visualize  a  school  of  languages  at  Ohio  University. 
Here,  then,  people  from  other  countries  would  meet  our 
students,  and  live  with  them,  and  I  sincerely  believe  that 
it  is  through  this  type  of  understanding  that  the  problems 
of   the  world   will   be   solved. 

I  feel  strongly  too  that  the  time  has  come  when  with 
federal  grants,  and  with  financial  support  from  foundations 
and    alumni,    Ohio   University   must    begin    to    plan    for    a 


great  research  center.  We  WILL  have  this  center.  And 
industry  is  going  to  come  back  into  the   Hocking  Valley. 

I  visualize  a  city  of  35.000  and  a  student  body  of 
more  than  25.000. 

Since  1799,  when  General  Putnam  was  designated  to 
lay  out  the  city  and  the  campus,  Athens  and  Ohio  Uni- 
versity have  emerged,  grown  and  developed  together.  To- 
day we  are  called  upon  to  e.xercise  those  principles  which 
were   brought   to   Southeastern   Ohio   by   our   founders. 

Alunmi.  students,  administrators,  faculty,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  connnunity  must  work  together  NOW  toward 
a  goal  that  can  be  reached  by  no  one  group  alone.

How  a   Little   "Railroading''   Gave 
Ohio   Its   Colors 


'-pO  OHIO  UNIVERSITY  alumni 
the  colors  green  and  white  rekindle 
the  memory  of  alma  mater.  But  had 
it  not  been  for  an  unusual  circum- 
stance near  the  turn  of  the  Century, 
the  hue  of  that  memory  might  very 
well  be  blue  and  white. 

One  of  the  men  responsibile  for  the 
official  Uni\ersity  color  combination  is 
Charles  G.  O'Bleness,  well-known  Ath- 
ens banker  and  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Ohio  University 
Fimd,  Inc. 

As  a  freshman  in  1894,  young  Char- 
lie OBleness  was  a  member  of  the 
University's  first  football  team.  At  that 
time,  tiie  squad  dressed  in  a  storage 
room  of  the  West  Wing  (now  McGuf- 
fey  Hall)  and  piacticed  on  the  campus 
hillside,  where  Women's  Gymnasium 
now  stands.  The  few  games  scheduled 
in  Athens  were  placed  at  the  county 
fairgrounds. 

Wanting  to  expand  its  athletic  pro- 
gram the  following  year,  the  squad 
chose  O'Bleness  to  serve  as  business 
manager.  In  addition  to  scheduling 
practice  sessions  and  intercollegiate 
games,  he  was  to  make  arrangements 
to  get  uniforms  for  the  squad. 

Unofficially  the  team  had  adopted 
blue  and  white  as  its  colors,  so  the  new- 
business  manager  decided  to  purchase 
jerseys  with  that  combination.  After 
checking  se\eral  companies,  however, 
he  disco\ered  that  blue  and  white  jer- 
seys were  not  available. 

.\bout  that  time,  the  school  was 
making  arrangements  to  hire  its  first 
coach,  and  the  man  selected  for  the 
position  was  Sam  McMillen,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Dartmouth,  whose  school  colors 
were  green  and  white.  Although  sub- 
sequent e\ents  prevented  his  coming  to 
Ohio,   McMillen  suggested   to  Charlie 


O'Bleness  that  he  consider  green  and 
white  for  Ohio's  new  colors. 

The  young  football  business  manager 
liked  the  suggestion,  ordered  the  uni- 
forms, then  made  arrangements  to 
have  the  school  colors  adopted  to  con- 


form with  the  football  uniforms. 

Members  of  the  team  decided  that 
the  time  for  official  action  woidd  be  at 
a  regular  morning  chapel.  The  next 
morning,  with  nearly  all  144  students 
and  19  faculty  members  present.  Man- 
ager O'Bleness  ^valked  to  the  front  of 
the  room,  opened  a  package,  and  held 
up  a  sample  of  the  team's  new  foot- 
ball uniforms. 

From  the  back  of  the  room,  Profes- 
.sor  Clyde  Brown  called,  "Put  it  on, 
Charlie."' 

O'Bleness  slipped  on  the  jersey  for 
all  to  see.  Immediately  a  squad  mem- 
ber arose  and  made  a  motion  that  the 
new  school  colors  from  that  time  for- 
ward be  green  and  white.  Another 
placer  quickly  stood  and  seconded  the 
motion.  Professor  Brown  called  for  a 
\ote.  It  was  imanimous. 

Looking  back,  Mr.  O'Bleness  admits 
to  some  "railroading"  in  getting  the 
motion  passed  so  suddenly.  But  in  the 
64  years  that  ha\e  followed,  he  has 
heard  not  one  complaint. 

During  that  time,  Player-Manager 
O'Bleness  has  risen  in  the  business 
world  from  business  and  advertising 
manager  of  a  newspaper  in  Findlav. 
Ohio,  to  president  of  The  Securit\ 
Bank  in  Athens. 

Aher  graduating  from  Ohio  Univer- 
sit\  in  1898,  he  \vorked  for  a  time  as 
a  reporter  for  the  ATHENS  MES- 
SENGER and  managing  editor  of  a 
newspaper  in  Potts\ilIe,  Pa.,  before 
switching  his  career  to  the  business 
field,  by  joining  the  Findlay  paper.  He 
left  newspapering  altogether  to  become 
secretary-treasurer  of  a  pottery  com- 
pany in  Findlay,  later  accepted  a  sim- 
ilar position  with  the  Nelsonville  Brick 
Co.

T  TNLESS  THE  UNFORSEEN  OCCURS,  Ohio  Univer- 
^-^  sity  athletic  teams  will  have  passed  throus;h  a  second 
sports  season  of  the  1961-62  school  year  without  winnina; 
a    Mid-American    Conference    championship. 

This  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  past  two  seasons  when 
Ohio  won  enough  league  titles  and  finished  high  enough 
in  other  championship  races  to  win  the  league's  all-sports 
trophy. 

The  1960-6!  "Year  of  Champions"  is  acclaimed  as 
Ohio  University's  greatest  athletic  year  with  conference 
championships  in  football,  basketball,  swimming  and  golf, 
a  championship  by  the  hockey  club  in  its  own  league, 
and  Ohio  College  Coach  of  the  Year  awards  to  football 
coach   Bill  Hess  and  basketball  coach  Jim  Snyder.

Ohio,  senior  made  the  Ail-American 
team  off  of  the  3-meter  (high)  board  last  spring  and  will  be 
shooting  for  the  same  honor  at  the  end  of  March  when  the 
NCAA  Tournament  Is  held  at  Ohio  State,  hie  also  Is  defending 
champion  of  the  high  and  low  [one  meter)  board  in  the 
Mid-American   Conference. 


This  year,  the  football  squad  dropped  to  fourth  in  a 
tight  finish.  Going  into  the  next-to-the  last  league  game 
against  Bowling  Green,  Ohio  lost  to  the  Falcons  7-6  and 
tied  Western  Michigan  20-20  in  the  finale.  The  resulting 
3-2-1  record  ga\e  the  Bobcats  a  percentage  lower  than 
three  other  clubs.  Bowling  Green.  Western  Michigan  and 
Miami.  This,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Bobcats  lost  to 
the  champions  by  one  point,  tied  the  second  place  finisher 
and  defeated  third  place  Miami  h\   10. 

The  cross  country  team  of  Cloach  Stan  Huntsman 
finished  in  the  highest  position  in  the  history  of  Ohio 
Uni\ersity  cross  country,  a  tie  for  second  place  with  Miami. 

In  the  winter  sports  season,  the  basketball  team  was 
dethroned  by  Bowling  Green  who  clinched  the  champion- 
ship against  the  Bobcats  at  Bowling  Green  on  Feb.  1 7. 
This  was  the  same  method  Ohio  used  to  clinch  its  two 
preceding  championships,  defeating  the  Falcons. 

The  Bobcat  basketeers,  however,  were  in  a  struggle  for 
second  place  in  the  league  as  this  was  being  written.  They 
held  a  7-4  league  record  with  one  league  game  remaining 
at  Western  Michigan  on  March  3.  The  Broncos  and  Toledo 
were  tied  for  third  place  at  6-4  going  into  the  final  week 
of  conference  play. 

Assured  of  a  winning  season  — they  had  a  12-9  record 
with  two  games  remaining,  against  Louisville  and  Western 
Michigan  —  the  Bobcats  v\ere  led  by  a  Southeastern  Ohio 
sophomore. 

Jerry  Jackson.  6-3  forward  from  Corning,  Ohio,  was 
leading  the  team  in  scoring  and  rebounding.  In  the  former 
department  he  had  a  chance  to  set  an  all-time  school 
record  for  a  first-year  \arsity  performer.  He  needed  29 
points  in  his  final  two  games  to  surpass  the  sophomore 
scoring  record  of  347  points  held  by  Bunk  Adams.  Jackson 
was  averaging  15.2  points  per  game  up  to  the  final  two. 

He  also  was  the  leading  scorer  in  seven  of  the  games 
and  shared  that  honor  with  another  teammate  in  two 
others.  He  led  his  teammates  in  rebounding  in  10  of  the 
games. 

Ohio  had  a  5-6  record  on  the  road  and  was  7-3  at 
home  through  21  games.  They  held  victories  over  Marshall, 
Morehead  (2),  St.  Francis  (Pa.),  Western  Michigan, 
Miami  (2),  Kent  State  (2),  Muskingum,  Youngstown  and 
Toledo.  Losses  were  to  Canisius,  Wichita,  Nebraska,  Loyola. 
III.    (2).   Bowling  Green    (2).  Toledo,  and   Marshall. 
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MISS  SHARON  SHEPHERD  is  a  graduate  student  In 
physical  education  at  Ohio  University.  She  con  be  seen 
daily  working  out  at  one  of  her  specialties:  Putting  the  shot 
or  hurling  the  discus.  Miss  Shepherd  recently  placed 
first-  In  the  shot  put  competition  at  the  National  Women's 
Indoor  Troclc  Meet  at  Louisville,  Ky.  She  toured  Europe 
last  summer  with  the  U.S.  International  Team.  She  placed 
second  in  the  )960  Olympic  tryouts,  just  failing  to  moke 
the  traveling  team,  and  Is  now  aiming  toward  the  1964 
Olympics.  Miss  Shepherd  feels  her  best  chance  lies  in 
making  If  os  a  discus  thrower,  which  she  Is  demonstrating 
in  the   picture. 


Coach  FletclRT  Gildcis"  defending  conlVience  champ- 
ionship swininiina;  team  needed  a  miracle  to  repeat,  it 
seemed.  Despite  tlie  fact  that  All-American  diver  Chuck 
Woodlee  was  returning  to  defend  both  his  low  and  high 
board  conference  titles,  little  hope  was  seen  that  the  Bob- 
cats could  nuister  enough  strength  in  other  events  to  cop 
the   crown   a  second   straight   year. 

Tliis  was  mainly  due  to  loss  of  ]3ersonneI  for  various 
reasons.  Before  school  started  in  the  fall,  five  performers 
from  last  year's  team  who  had  not  graduated  were  not 
aroimd.  Three  were  dropped  from  school  because  of 
grades,  one  transferred  to  Ohio  State  and  another  took  a 
year's   lea\e   of  absence   to  go   to   Europe. 

Then  at  the  semester  break  in  February,  Ohio  lost 
four    freestylcrs   by   graduation   or   ineligibility. 

One  conference  opponent  remained  to  be  met  before 
tlie  conference  meet  at  Miami  March  8,  9  and  10.  That 
was  Bowling  Green  on  March  3.  The  Bobcats  had  won  3 
and  lost  6  in  dual  competition,  winning  only  one  of  three 
against  conference  foes.  They  defeated  Kent  State,  Ohio 
W'esleyan  and  Central  .State  while  losing  to  Notre  Dame. 
\\'estern  Michigan.  Kenyon,  Cincinnati.  Miami  and 
Pittsburgh. 

Coach  Fred  Schleicher's  young  wrestling  squad  was 
ha\ing  rough  luck  as  it  moved  into  the  conference  tourna- 


ment March  2  and  3  at  Toledo  with  a  "dark-hourse"  tag. 

Schleicher,  who  coached  wrestling  teams  to  conference 
titles  in  1955,  1956  and  1957,  opened  the  season  with  an 
all-.sophouiore  starting  team.  They  finished  first  in  a  quad- 
rangular with  Marshall,  Denison  and  C:olumbus  YMCA  at 
Athens,  and  then  |3roceeded  to  defeat  the  defending  con- 
ference champions.  Miami,  21-10.  in  the  season's  first  dual 
meet. 

Before  the  dual  meet  season  had  rim  its  course,  with 
the  Bobcats  compiling  a  2-7  record,  changes  were  made  in 
five  of  tlie  eight  weight  classifications,  three  of  these  be- 
cause of  injuries.  Two  boys,  137-pound  Don  Siebert  ot 
East  Liverpool,  and  167-pound  Chuck  Ronyetz  of  Cleve- 
land (Rhodes  High  School),  suffered  dislocated  shoulders, 
and  Harry  Houska,  outstanding  177-pound  prospect  from 
Parma,  missed  several  matches  because  of  a  knee  injury. 

Also,  the  Bobcats  were  without  the  services  of  their 
junior  captain,  Don  Kotlan,  137-pound  runnerup  in  the 
league  last  season,  who  nursed  a  knee  injury  the  first  half 
of  the  season.  Then,  a  sophomore  liea\yweight.  John  Rus- 
nack  of  Bedford,  quit  the  team  to  concentrate  on  his 
studies. 

Des]5ite  all  this,  Ohio  %A'as  able  to  go  dow  n  to  the  heavy- 
wei.ght  event  in  foiu'  of  the  matches  against  league  oppon- 
ents with  chances  to  win  the  match.  These  were  against 
Western  Michigan,  which  Ohio  lost  11-19:  Marshall,  16-18: 
Kent  State,  15-16:  and  Toledo,  12-16.  The  latter  three 
opponents  won  the  entire  match  by  coming  from  behind 
and  winning  the  heavyweight  event.  Only  against  Bowling 
Green  were  the  Bobcats  not  able  to  go  into  the  final 
e\ent    with    a   chance   to   win,    losing   22-8. 

Other  wrestling  losses  were  to  Ohio  State  and  Ball 
State   and   the   otlier   win   was  o\er   Eastern   Michigan. 

Coach  John  McComb's  hockey  club  was  on  the  verge 
of  winning  its  third  straight  Ohio  Intercollegiate  Hockey 
.Association  crown.  Only  a  win  o\er  lowly  Kenyon  on  March 
U)  was  needed  to  acconiplisii  this.  The  hockeymen  lost  only 
to  Western  Micliigan,  C.ornell  and  Army  while  holding 
wins  over  Ohio  State  (2),  Clase.  Rutgers.  Dayton.  Denison 
(2).  Fenn.  Ohio  Northern  and   Port  Hiu-on.  Ontario.

Oldest   Living   Alumna   Writes 


Dear  Sirs: 

In  the  January  '62  issue  of  the  Ohio  Alumnus,  I  was  surprised  to  see  on 
Page  19,  a  picture  of  myself  seated  beside  retired  President  Baker  on  the  sofa 
in  his  office. 

I  had  called  there  with  the  news  that  the  oldest  living  Ohio  alumna  had 
passed  her  90th  birthday.  He  promptly  phoned  the  Ohio  photographer 
and  directed  him  to  take  a  picture  of  me  with  Dr.  Baker  holding  my 
hand.  I  supposed  it  was  only  the  way  he  chose  to  express  his  congratula- 
tions on  my  advancing  age.  He  told  the  photographer  to  bring  him  the  first 
print  of  the  negative,  as  he  wished  to  write  a  little  on  it  before  sending  it 
to  me.  In  a  few  days  I  received  the  picture  with  the  inscription  "To  Miss 
Anna  Pearl  McVay,  our  oldest,  yet  youngest  and  most  distinguished  alumna" 
(signed)  John  C.  Baker.  He  asked  me  the  date  of  my  birthday.  I  replied: 
"I  was  born  November  12,  1871."  Neither  Dr.  Baker  nor  the  photographer 
mentioned  that  the  snapshot  was  to  be  printed  in  the  Ohio  Alumnus.  I  should 
have  requested  that  it  be  given  no  publicity.  I  considered  that  it  was  merely 
his  form  of  congratulating  me  on  my  increasing  age. 

I  did  say  that  I  had  been  the  first  woman  elected  national  president 
of  the  Ohio  Alumni  Association  (in  1927) .  I  did  not  state  that  the  University 
Trustees,  in  1909,  had  conferred  the  honorary  degree  upon  me  of  Doctor  of 
Literature  (D.  Litt.),  the  first  woman  to  be  so  distinguished.  I  always  sup- 
posed that  I  was  so  honored  because  after  teaching  the  classical  languages 
in  a  New  York  City  high  school  for  only  eight  of  the  41  years  that  I  later 
taught  there,  the  N.Y.C.  Board  of  Education  had  appointed  me  as  one  of 
fifty  teachers  chosen  to  send  as  high  school  representatives  to  Europe  to  visit 
schools  and  colleges  and  report  on  teaching  techniques  of  the  respective  sub- 
jects, I  being  one  of  those  chosen  to  observe  the  Greek  and  Latin  methods 
for  about  three  months.  After  my  return  to  New  York,  my  printed  report 
was  widely  circulated  both  in  Europe  and  America.  This  was,  I  think,  the 
direct  cause  of  my  Alma  Mater  rewarding  me  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Literature. 

But  the  chief  adverse  criticism  of  the  article  that  was  printed  beneath 
the  picture  on  Page  19  in  the  January,  1962,  issue  of  the  Ohio  Alumnus  is 
the  incorrect  statement  that  the  ancestor,  my  great,  great  grandfather,  Ziba 
Lindley  (a  Revolutionary  War  veteran),  was  the  brother  of  Jacob  Lindley, 
the  first  President  of  Ohio  University.  The  true  statement  of  their  kinship 
is  that  Abigail  Lindley,  wife  of  Ziba  Lindley,  was  the  sister  of  President 
Jacob  Lindley.  The  men,  Jacob  and  Ziba  Lindley,  were  first  cousins  as  well 
as  brother-in-laws.  The  women's  dormitory,  Lindley  Hall,  properly  should 
be  called  the  Jacob  Lindley  Hall.  The  Ohio  Alumnus  could  do  a  real  favor 
to  the  future  residents  of  the  largest  women's  dormitory  by  persuading  the 
Trustees  to  formally  and  officially  designate  it  by  the  name  of  the  Jacob 
Lindley  Hall  of  Ohio  University.

An  in\-itation  to  be  a  Life  Fellow  of  the  International  Institute  of  Arts 
and  Letters  has  re\ealed  the  fact  that  one  member  of  a  well-known  husband 
and  wife  writing  team  is  an  Ohio  University  alumnus. 

Dr.  Lester  D.  Crow,  '23,  and  his  wife,  Alice,  ha\e  to  their  credit  27 
books  and  24  articles  in  the  fields  of  psychology,  guidance  and  education  as 
well  as  1 1  standardized  ac]ue\ement  tests.  Married  for  34  years,  their  first 
combined  effort  was  two  chapters  in  an  "Outline  of  Educational  Psychology" 
published  in  1934.  Their  first  book  was  "Mental  Hygiene  in  School  and 
Home  Life"  published  by  McGraw-Hill  Book  Co.  in  1942. 

The  Crows  recently  completed  work  on  two  books,  "How  To  Study" 
which  has  been  accepted  for  publication  in  May  of  this  year  by  the  Clrowell- 
Collier  Publishing  Co.  and  "Readings  on  Human  Learning"  accepted  for 
publication  in  No\eniber  by  the  David  McKay  Co. 

"Anytime  we  write  a  book  we  indulge  in  considerable  research,  includ- 
ing a  full  scrutiny  of  books,  magazine  articles  and  any  other  data  a\ailable 
in  the  area  of  the  content.  We  utilize  a  comprehensive  approach,  trying  to  be 
fonvard  looking  in  what  we  do." 

There  is  some  evidence,  according  to  Dr.  Crow,  that  they  have  accom- 
plished this.

Sankovich   Assists   in    Building   Reactor 
For   First    Nuclear   Merchant   Ship 

TN  A  FILE  or  on  a  desk  somewhere  in  the  United  States  Patent  Office  lie 
■^  three  patent  claims  bearing  the  name  of  a  1951  Ohio  University  graduate 
as  inventor  or  co-inventor. 

Although  only  one  of  the  thrre  claims  has  been  granted  to  date  they 
are  all  significant  in  the  career  of  Melvin  F,  Sankovich.  For  he  started 
working  for  the  Babcock  and  Wilcox  Company  in  Barberton,  O.,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  engineering  staff  and  has  in  10  years  become  one  of  the  nation's 
rising  young  nuclear  engineers. 

During  his  first  years  with  Babcock  and  Wilcox,  Sankovich's  work  "was 
]5rimarily  in  the  design  and  stress  analysis  of  pressure  vessels  and  heat  ex- 
changers." His  first  introduction  to  nuclear  engineering  came  when  he  work- 
ed on  the  boiler  superheater  and  cold  trap  for  the  nuclear  submarine  "Sea 
Wolf." 

Not  long  after  that  in  1953  Babcock  and  Wilcox  formed  an  Atomic 
Energy  Division  within  its  company.  Engineering  offices  were  located  in 
Akron,  O.,  and  Sankovich  was  assigned  there. 

It  was  in  Akron  that  the  Ohio  University  graduate  started  to  work  on 
the  object  that  resulted  in  the  first  patent  claim  filed  in  his  name.  The 
"Consolidated  Edison  Thorium  Reactor",  presently  under  construction  at 
Indian  Point,  N.  Y.,  contains  a  substantial  amount  of  Sankovich's  engineer- 
ing in  designing  the  core  and  fuel  elements.  The  resulting  patent  claims 
is  one  of  the  two  still  on  file  at  the  US  Patent  Office. 

In  1956  the  Atomic  Energy  Division  was  relocated  in  Lynchburg,  Va., 
and  Sankovich  transferred  there.  It  was  shortly  afterwards  that  he  began 
work  on  the  thermal  and  mechanical  aspects  of  the  core  design  and  reactor 
vessel  internals  of  the  first  nuclear  merchant  ship,  the  "Savannah." 

The  result  was  a  patent  granted  for  the  "Savannah"  reactor  to  Sankovich 
and  four  other  engineers.  At  that  point  "the  design  of  fuel  elements  and  cores 
became  more  or  less  a  specialty  and  has  been  my  main  endeavor."  writes 
Sankovich. 

For  a  year  between  1957-58  the  Ohio  LTniversity  graduate  studied  for  a 
master's  degree  in  nuclear  engineering  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  He  didn't  receive  his  degree  but  returned  to  Babcock  and  Wilcox 
to  continue  work  on  the  design  of  reactor  cores  as  chief  of  the  Thermal 
Analysis  Section,  a  post  he  presently  holds. 

Recently  another  patent  claim  was  filed  with  Sankovich  as  a  co-inventor. 
It  was  for  a  "Thermoinic  Conversion  Nuclear  Reactor."  Also  an  article, 
"Thermal  Buckling  of  Cruciform  Control  Rods,"  co-authored  by  him  appear- 
ed in  the  Nuclear  Science  and  Engineering  magazine  in  April  of  1959. 

An  honor  graduate  of  Bellaire,  O.,  High  School,  Sankovich  entered  the 
United  States  Air  Force  and  after  serving  a  stint  there  entered  Ohio  Uni- 
versity to  graduate  in  1951  with  honors. 

Sankovich  is  married  to  the  former  Maiy  K.  Lee  of  Akron,  O.,  and  in 
October  of  1960  his  first  child,  a  son,  Michael  Elliot,  was  born.  Home  for  the 
Sankovichs  is  Lynchburg,  Va.

-'■  -^  For  on  that  day  Dr.  Vernon  R.  Alden  will  be  inau- 
gurated to  become  officially  the  university's  15th  president. 
Announcement  of  the  date  was  made  Feb.  3  by  Fred 
H.    Johnson,    president   of    the    Board    of   Trustees,    at    the 

mid  -  year  commencement 
exercises.  The  exercises 
saw  286  receive  their  de- 
grees and  heard  Dr.  Rob- 
ert VV.  Merry,  director  of 
the  doctoral  program  at 
the  Harvard  Graduate 
School  of  Business  Admin- 
istration, as  well  as  a  col- 
league and  personal  friend 
of  Dr.  Alden,  deliver  the 
commencement  address,  "To  Give  and  To  Enjoy". 

TO  GIVE  could  be  said  to  be  the  by-word  these  past  few 
months  as  Ohio  University  received  numerous  gifts.  Among 
them  were:  a  converted  B-23  airplane  from  the  General 
Electric  Corporation  which  will  probably  be  sold  and  the 
money  used  for  scholarships  and  research;  a  grant  of  $42,820 
from  the  US  Office  of  Education  for  research  in  applying 
principles  used  in  teaching  machines  to  televised  instruction 
to  be  conducted  by  Dr.  Paul  A.  Games  of  psychology  and 
Dr.  F.  Craig  Johnson  of  speech;  sixty  LP  records  of  classical 
music  from  Columbia  Records  to  be  used  in  the  Edwin 
Watts  Chubb  Library;  a  Ford  V-8  engine,  automatic  trans- 
mission and  differential  from  the  Ford  Motor  Co.  and 
Beasley  and  Matthews,  the  Athens  Ford  dealer,  for  use  in 
the  university's  automotive  laboratory;  and  a  prayer  desk, 
beeswax  candles,  a  pair  of  glass  candle  followers,  a  set  of 
Gorham  cases  for  the  silver  cross,  candle  sticks  and  vases, 
as  well  as  books  representing  various  faiths  or  denominations 
for  an  open-book  shelf  collection  given  to  the  Helen  Mauck 
Galbreath  Memorial  Chapel  on  the  campus  by  various 
campus  and  town  religious  groups. 

PROBABLY  the  biggest  bee  in 
Ohio  University's  bonnet  is  its  selection 
by  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  for  a  research  project. 
A  $50,000  contract  has  been  awarded 
to  the  university  for  research  on  leak 
detections  in  the  Saturn  missile,  destin- 
ed to  carry  three  space  travelers  to  the 
moon  in  the  next  few  years.  Dr.  R.  C. 
Quisenberry  of  electrical  engineering 
is  director  of  the  project.

GIVEN  to  164  students  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester  was  a  place  to  live  in  the  university's  newly  pur- 
chased Berry  Hotel,  now  named  Berry  Hall.  All  82  rooms 
were  rented,  two-thirds  to  incoming  freshmen  and  the  re- 
mainder to  upperclassmen. 

ENJOYMENT  was  the  word  when  TV  Comedienne 
Imogene  Coca,  Arthur  Treacher  and  King  Donovan  brought 
the  smash  hit  comedy  revue,  "A  Thurber  Carnival",  based 
on  several  short  stories  of  the  late  famed  Humorist  James 
Thurber,  to  Ohio  University  in  January.  For  those  lovers 
of  classical  and  chamber  music  there  was  the  Duo  di  Roma 
performance  later  that  month. 

TWELVE  seniors  and  three  1961  graduates  were 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  January.  The  graduates  were 
Neil  D.  Holden,  Cleveland;  Richard  E.  McDaniel,  Spring- 
field; and  Gordon  K.  Murphy,  Athens.  Ohio  University 
Junior  Robert  W.  Russell,  Archibold,  O.,  was  one  of  seven 
Ohio  college  and  university  students  chosen  to  be  a  Summer 
Congressional  Intern  in  an  office  of  a  United  States  Senator 
or  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

FACULTY  BRIEFS:  Dr.  Rush  Elliott,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  a 
professor  of  anatomy,  was  awarded 
the  first  Eleanora  L.  Schmidt  Pro- 
fessorship of  Student  Health  at  the 
mid-year  commencement  exercises 
Feb.  3.  The  professorship  was  estab- 
lished in  June,  1960,  in  honor  of 
Dr.  Schmidt  who  was  then  retiring 
after  13  years  with  Ohio  University 
and  the  last  five  years  as  director  of 
the  Hudson  Health  Center.

C.  Scibcrt,  professor  of  zoology,  and  Dr.  David  Levinson, 
professor  of  economics,  were  named  to  succeed  Dr.  C.  A. 
Frey  and  Dr.  Fred  Picard  as  chairmen  of  the  Department 
of  Zoology  and  Department  of  Economics  respectively  in 
accordance  to  the  university's  policy  of  rotating  chairman- 
ships. Dr.  Harry  B.  Crewson,  associate  professor  of  economics, 
has  taken  a  leave  of  absence  to  teach  at  the  University  of 
Hawaii  for  the  spring  semester.  Dr.  William  Baxter,  associate 
professor  of  journalism,  will  be  leaving  in  July  to  become 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Journalism  at  Howard 
College  in  Birmingham,  Ala.  Dr.  William  W.  Chase,  assistant 
professor  of  education,  left  in  February  to  accept  a  position 
of  Education  Research  and  Program  Specialist  with  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
Dr.  James  G.  Mason,  associate  professor  of  physical  educa- 
tion and  athletics,  delivered  the  second  Faculty  Lecture.
